This prophecy did not, however, go 
far enongh to suit certain parties, and 
we find Brigham Young as the head of 
the church volunteering an addition to 
the words of Joseph, to this effect;that the 
present rebellion would destroy this na- 
tion—that the North and South would 
fight each other until completely ex- 
hausted—that when this come to pass, 
the Mormons would go back to Missouri.

The question must arise with the 
community as with us, © Is it a prophe- 
ey?” Ifthe nation conquers this strug- 
gie and treason and secession are de- 
stroyed, then will Brigham stand con- 
vieted before this peeple as a false Pro-, 

phet, having wilfuliy and maliciously 
deceived the community. The rebellion 
musc succeed to save him from defeat 
and disgrace—hence it is that he prays 
God that it may succeed—hence it is 
that his assistants cry “amens” to the 
prayers.

The Organic Act 


This journal has asserted that the Leg- 
islature of this Territory violates the 
Organic Act wheneyer it suits the pleas- 


The assertion is not an idle one. The 
following statement of facts will prove 
that the assertion is based upon the 
record: 

Under the laws of Uta the Probate 
Courts are clothed with an almest un- 
limited authority—recognizing only the 
laws of Congress (when convenient,) and 
and the Statutes of the Territory. The 
Organie Act does not contemplate that 
these courts shall have such authority ; 
but itis coolly set aside whenever the 
church leaders fiad that it interferes with 

It is the intention of the Organic Act 
to commence the jurisdiction of the Dis- 
trict Courts where the jurisdiction of 
Justices of the Peace terminates, and the 
Act.says that Justices of the Peace shall 
not have jurisdiction in suits where the 
money value exceeds one hundred dol- 


The Legislature has. however, given 
Justices of the Peace unlimited jurisdic- 
tion where the consent of both parties 
are obtained ; and, there is no appeal 
from a decision given in such a case. 

The Legistature confers upon the Dis- 
trict Oburts jurisdiction in civil and 
criminal cases, when not otherwise pro- 
vided by law, and Probate Courts have, 
‘in their respective counties, power to 
exercise original jurisdiction, both civil 
‘and criminal, as well in chancery as com- 
mon law when not prohibited by Legis- 
lative enactment. In a word, Probate 
Courts may try any case not specially 
provided for by the Statutes. Congress 
never designed the Probate Courts to 
exercise any duty other than is usually 
assigned by enstom to such courts. We 
thus observe that a Probate Judge, who 
is an appointee of the Legislature, holds 
and exercises more power than a Dis- 
trict Judge, who presides over a higher 
court. | 

This disposition of Judicial power ean 
have but one motive, and however much 
that motive is disguised by carefully 
worded sentences, it is easily detected. 
The motive is to pervert the proper ad- 
ministration of law from the United 
States Courts to those inferiot courts 
completely under the control of church 
leaders. The Probate Judge of every 
county in Utah isa Judicial Sovereign. 
There is no crime so great that he has 
not cognizance over it. No trial involv- 
ing life or liberty he cannot act upon. 
No question concerning property he can- 
not decide ; and, the right of appeal is 
so worded that he can of his own decis- 
ion prevent even it. 

No authority is given in the Organic 
Act for the establishment of County 
Courts ; yet we find them in every coun- 
ty of the Territory. The establishment 
of these courts withont sanction of Con- 
gress must be void ab initio. | |

The monthly sales of these firms aggre- 
gate considerable over two millions of 
dollars. An idea of the profit of this 
business may be found in the fact that 
the capital invested by these twelve 
firms does not exceed two hundred 
thousand dollars, though their sales ex- | 
ceed two hundred millions dollars, on 
which there is a profit of from one- 
fourth to as high as five per cent., ac- 
cording to the fluctuations in price of 
greenbacks ; fluctuations which are pot 
unfrequently caused by these dealers 
themselves. The profit is very different 
to interest on money loaned at equal 
rates, because such iaoterest is regulated 
by time, while this profit is often realiz- 
ed several timesin the day by buying 
and selling. There area great many 
who affect to despise greenbacks as cur- 
rency, who are makmg fertunes by trad- 
ing inthem. No one is making so much 


lars. +by keeping them out of circulation as. 


these greenback dealers, while none suf- 
fer so much and so directly by their de- 
preciation, through being uncurrent, as 
the brave soldiers who peril their lives 
to secure their payment. ,

At 2 p. m. we came up the 
Platte ten miles. where our command was 
stationed, part were ordered to Fort 
Laramie and the balance to Mud Springs, 
thence on to open communication with 
Julesburg, which will be done to-mor- 
row.
